PROFITABLE FOWLS 


One of the principal objections to 


Jibe trap iiest generally employed whert 
Individual records of hens are desired 
U that too much time is required to 
|ake the hens out of the nests and re- 
BOrd their achievements, says Orange 
fofld 
Farmer. 
Many farmers and 


Jtonltrymen who "would like to know 
fcfclch hens are profitable and which 
$Ot, in their flocks, will therefore wel- 
come such a nest as pictured herewith. 


As will be seen, the nest is an ordf- 


Bary box. The front is provided with 


-fc very light door made of a shingle or 
SJher light wood, and swung on a pivot 
from the top. Near the middle of the 
fight-hand side is shown a little bar, 
jjso pivoted where it touches the door, 
"jjoward the lower end of this little bar 
fc a notch, which as the door is lifted 
fengages on the latch on the side 
fcelow. 


When the hen enters to lay she 


lifts the door and disengages the latch 


Hen-Releasing Trap Nest. 


She passes through, the door drops 


and closes the entrance. When

"With fair prices for wool, a breeding 


ewe aLuiost pays with her fleece for hei 
maintenance during the year, and her 
one, two, or even three, lambs are a 
net profit to her owner, the sheep mer 
at Cornell say. Sheep also require 
less labor than other farm animals, 
they declare, especially during the busy 
summer months, less outlay for shel- 
ter, and less feed to produce a pound 
of gain than the average for other 
live- stock. They eat nearly all com- 
mon "weeds and their manure is more 
valuable than that of any other farm 
animals except poultry. Spreading the i 
manure more evenly on pasture than 
by any method man has been able to 
devise, sheep build up and improve 
the land which feeds them.

A good shepherd, however, learns

Overcome Loss in Winter 


The high price of grain is cheating 


many young colts which are bred 
right of tiieir ability to develop. It is 
admitted by everyone that the growth 
attained in the first year of a horse's 
life determines his final size. 
Colts 


stunted during the first winter can 
never make up the loss. Most colts 
do well as long as they are sucking. 
Too often they are taken off the dam 
and placed in a pasture which has 
been picked over all summer. 
Colts 


are entitled to a chance when they 
first come off the dams and If the first 
pasture Into wfci<3i they are placed is 
not fresh, it should be supplemented 
with a bite of lay in the evening. 
Grain will bring a greater return fed 
to colts during their first year than 
fed to any other class of stock.

It had no san- 
dalwood or tortoise shell; no pearls 
or beche-de-mer; not even copra, for 
copra was not made in the Pacific be- 
fore 1872 and coconut oil was not an 
article of commerce. 


The Nauruans have never been can- 


nibals, but they had the reputation of 
being savage warriors. 
A trave^r 


from New Zealand who visited the Is- 
land just before the Germans took 
possession found the natives all armed 
and Involved In deadly feuds. 
He 


counted nine kinds of rifles of English 
and American make, besides several 
cannons. There were then ten white 
traders living near each other along 
the beach and some of their half-caste 
descendants are there today. 


When Germany took over the islands 


she gave the natives a certain number 
of days to give up their arms. They 
generally obeyed, but a few threw 
theirs into the caves which undeilie 
the Island, where they are found from 
time to time by exploring parties.

An Aus- 
tralian warship called, replaced the 
German flag by the British and re- 
ceived the agreement of the German 
residents to submit to British controL 
But when the ship had sailed away 
the Germans seized control and de- 
ported the British residents to Ocean. 
island. It was months before word 
could be gotten to the outside world 
and another ship sent to arrest the 
Germane and restore British control 
on the Island. 


Nauru has about twelve hundred na- 


tives. In 1918 all Indicated their de- 
sire to become British subjects.
